According to Highway Commission­ 
er J. Denny O'Neil, 
who iii the last 
two weeks has toured a third of the 
counties of Pennsylvania, much more 
road construction 
could be done 
if 
county 
commissioners 
would 
revise 
their methods of fixing property valu­ 
ations for taxation purposes; and, in 
addition, it would be possible for these 
counties to 
reduce the rate 
of ta x ­ 
ation. 
The highway commissioner is 
\erj' strong for tax equalization. 
He 
said: 
“ In many of the counties the assess­ 
ments art* not only tin* low, but they 
are not equitably 
I find that there is 
no uniform system of fixing valuations 
for taxation purposes. 
In one district 
assessors will fix 
th** valuation on a 
basis of 75 per 
cent actual value; iii 
another, 60 per cent; 
i i i another, MO 
per cent, and in another, 50 per cent. 
As a result 
the property owners 
in 
some districts 
pay more than their 
share of the taxes, because their valu­ 
ations are higher 
than iii other dis­ 
tricts, while the tax rate is the same 
for the entire county— for county p u r­ 
poses. 
“These 
inequalities cun easily 
be 
remedied”, continued Commissioner O '­ 
Neil, “through creation of permanent 
b o ard s of tax revision, or through th** 
adoption of 
a system whereby 
fa.r 
and equal assessments 
can be made. 
A tremendous increase iii the taxable 
valuation of many counties would re­ 
sult. 
“ I am interested in this proposition 
because it means so much for 'the lit­ 
tle fellow*—the small property holder, 
who is found frequently to be paying 
more than hts shure of taxes. 


“ As it is now, it seems to me, there 
,s a great discrimination against the 
Miiall property 
owner. 
If a fair anil 
equitable valuation were made in many 
Pennsylvania counties, you would find 
the valuation increased 40 or 50 per 
cent over present figures. 
This would 
result iii a great addition to the coun­ 
ty revenue, on a more equitable basis 
- > 0 g n at a revenue 
i i i fact, that a 
substantial reduction could be made in 
the tax rate and the county would still 
have far 
more money than 
at this 
time.”
